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Driver licensing extiminations in most states are almost 
“totally unrealistic” in tailing to do an adequate job of te st­ 
ing a driver's training and abilities under actual traffic con­ 
ditions, according to one of the country's leading traffic 
safety authorities. 
A. E. Spottke, vice-president in charge of the safety de­ 
partment of the Allstate Insurance Companies, points out 
that most driving tests are carried out on lightly t raveled 
streets during daylight hours. 
“This type of testing fails completely to determine how a 
driver will react to adverse weather and traffic conditions,' 
Spottke says. ‘One very important aspect of driving behav­ 
ior that is absolutely ignored is a driver's reaction to night- 
time driving conditions." 
Pointing out that two-thirds of traffic deaths Occur at 
night, the safety expert says testing for night vision and 
glare recovery should be emphasized in driver licensing ex­ 
aminations, yet few states test either of these. 
Such professional groups as the American Optometric As­ 
sociation and its women's auxiliary have expressed concern 
over lack of adequate vision tests in driver license examina­ 
tions and are conducting programs to improve this situation, 
he says. 
“Lack of visibility is a major factor in night traffic acci­ 
den ts/’ Spottke declares. “Obviously, one of the first steps 
in reducing accidents is to make sure that driver license ap­ 
plicants have adequate vision, particularly night vision.” 
The second step is to make sure that street and highway 
signs and markings stand out clearly in the darkness, he 
points out. The use of reflective materials on signs, pave­ 
ments, bridge abutments, guard rails and curbs can help 
guide a motorist safely through the night 
Where economically possible, adequate lighting should be 
provided at critical intersections, he says, but in any case, 
all crossroads and other dangerous areas should be clearly 
marked with signs that can be seen at night. 
“ If we are to reduce traffic accidents at night, we must 
be sure that drivers have the ability to see in the darkness, 
and then use every available means to make it easier for 
them to do so.” Spottke says.

TOOL GRINDER FIGHTS FOR FREEDOM 
AGAINST UNION FIRING 


Another individual's fight for freedom is being carried to 
the courts. Thomas D. Ramsey, a tool grinder formerly em­ 
ployed by International Harvester in Indiana is the individual. 
In April 1958, he wrote a letter protesting certain union pol­ 
icies and actions and requesting International H arvester to. 
discontinue deducting his dues in Local 98. United 
Auto 
Workers Union, “whenever the ’union shop’ no longer is a 
condition of employment” in the plant. The state Right to 
Work law had become effective on all new contracts, but the 
UAW “ union shop” contract with International Harvester 
had a few months to run. 
The Company immediately halted the dues deduction, on 
the basis of a decision in Allen county courts which made 
the International Harvester "union shop” clause unenforce­ 
able. Two months after the dues payment was stopped, the 
UAW demanded Ramsey’s discharge, and subsequently under 
the order of arbitrator David L. ( ole. 10 years of his seniority 
was cancelled following a hearing of which Mr. Ramsey was 
not even notified. (Cole represents the “Public” on President 
Kennedy’s Labor-Management Advisory Committee.) 
State Senator John C. Ruckelshaus has interested himself 
in Ramsey's plight and is representing him in a $50,000 dam­ 
age suit against the company and union local. Mr. Ramsey 
said: “The Right to Work law is a guarantee of freedom— 
freedom that I intend to fight for.”

Driver licensing exam inations in most states are almost 
“totally unrealistic*' in failing to d<» an ad filiate job of te st­ 
ing a driver's training and abilities under actual trait ic con­ 
ditions, according to one of the country’s leading traffic 
safety authorities. 
A. E. Spottke, vice-president in charge of the safety de­ 
partment of the A llstate Insurance Companies, points out 
that m ost driving tests are carried out on lightly traveled, 
streets during daylight hours. 
“This type of testing tails com pletely to determine how a 
driver will react to adverse weather and traffic conditions,” 
Spottke says. ‘(hie very important aspect of driving behav­ 
ior that is absolutely ignored is a driver's reaction to night­ 
time driving condition*.”

Pointing out that two-thirds of traffic deaths <xeur at 
night, the safety expert says testing for night vision and 
glare recovery should be emphasized in driver licensing ex­ 
aminations, yet few' states t* t either of tiles**. 
Such professional groups as tho American Optometric A s­ 
sociation and its women** auxiliary have expressed concern 
over lack of adequate vision tests in driver license exam ina­ 
tions and are conducting programs to improve this situation, 
he says. 
“Lack of visibility is a major factor in night traffic acci­ 
dent*,” Spottke declares, “Obviously, one of the first steps 
in reducing accidents is to make sure that driver license* ap­ 
plicants have adequate vision, particularly night vision.” 
The second step is to make sure that street and highway 
signs and markings stand out clearly in the darkness, he 
points out. The use of reflective materials on signs, pave­ 
ments, bridge abutm ents, guard rails and curbs can help 
guide a motorist safely through th** night 
W here economically possible, adequate lighting should be 
provided at critical intersections, he says, but in any case, 
all crossroads and other dangerous areas should be clearly 
marked with signs that can Im* seen at night.
